“New land for potatoes” is an old 
slogan among growers without know -1 
ing why in most instances. 
During the land-clearing 
process 
refuse wood was burned leaving wood I 
ashes with large 
amounts of potash 
well distributed. 
Potatoes grown im­ 
mediately on this new land produced ! 
wonderful 
crops of excellent flax or : 
and quality. 
At the Maine Kxperi- ' 
ment Station it was found that fo r' 
each pound of potash added to ferti-j 
lizer m ixture an extra bushel of po­ 
tatoes was grown. 
In the absence of the many modern 
diseases and insects attacking |>ota- 
toes little attention other than culti­ 
vation was necessary, but conditions 
have changed with the influx of new 
pests. Set**! potatoes should be trea t­ 
ed for an hour 
in formalin solution, 
one pint to thirty 
gallons of water, 
and should be protected 
from rein­ 
fection which may occur if the same 
old sacks 
or boxes are used. 
Spray 
for blight and Iwetles with bordeaux 
mixture and arsenate of lead or paris 
green at intervals 
of two to 
four 
w eeks.
